Tela What Montreal Churches 
Might Do after Prohibi- 
tion is Enforced.* 

We reproduce below the third of the 
series of articles by Doctor Caldwell, 
head of the Department of Philosophy 
at McGill, which as printed in a Mon- 
treal weekly newspaper, have attract- 
ed a considerable amount of comment. 
In this article Dr. Ca'ldwell deals with 
the settlement movement and recon- 
duction. 

Thanks to the remarkable develop- 
ments of the "social consciousness" 
in Europe and America during the 
last thirty or forty years, and thanks 
lo the general educational progress of 
•-he times, the Social Settlement move- 
ment has become a familiar thing to 
nearly all the resirtems of our cities 
on both sides of the Atlantic. Almost 
every educ.ted person lias an idea of 
■ ha' if meant by a so-called College 
Settlement, or a Social "ettlcment, or 
a Church "Settlement," In the consent- 
ed area of a city like New York or 
London, or Montreal. 
We Nnoiiltl All Know, Now, AImmiI 

Social Settlements. 
With the view of throwing some 
general light upon ihe Settlement 
movement and the Settlement problem 
(for it is not a settle,! thing) I Minli 
first of all indicate what Hie Set- 
tlement movement was 1n the Old 
Country, using and abbreviating in 
this connection some matter of my 
own In the published Proceedings on 
the American National Conférence of 
Charities and Corrections. 

| The prominent features of the Brit- 
ish Settlement* can best be recognized 

I by thinking of a few important facts 
concerning their history, their growth, 
and their tendencies. They have all, 
in the first place, emanated from the 
universities. The first man that wo 

' know of to take lodgings, for social 
purposes in Wbltechapel was Edward 
Denison, an Oxford man, in 18*57. He 
went to live near the London hospital. 
He rained much knowledge of social 

! conditions and thereby exercised much 
influence upon public opinion. His 
example was followed by other Ox- 
ford men; and in 187t it was n regu- 
lar custom for some Oxford under- 
graduates to spend part of their vaca- 
tion in Wh I techs pel. Arnold Toynbee 
was 'among these. After sonic years 
graduates began to go to Whitechapel 
singly, and in twos and threes. Col- 
lege men began to get dissatisfied 
with the old method of college "mis- 
sion," the mere working up of a dis- 
trict into a parish, through the usual 
machinery of district visiting, mothers' 
clubs, children's meetings, and reli- 
gious s rvic» . The defects of the 
new method of isolated and disjointed 
efforts also became apparent. It was 
felt that only organized effort could 
have any influence upon the sea of 
humanity in our large cities. The 
community idea, the idea of a real life 
in common, had to be introduced 
there, into many sordid courts and 
areas where the abnormal individuals 
and types immortalized by Dickens 
still seemed to exist and to persist— 
with the whole British laissez-faire 
system of the past to sanction their 
existing and their drifting— no one 
knew where. It mattered little to the 
denizens of many London and Glasgow 
slums to belong to an Empire on 
which the sun never sets so long as 
it never seemed to rite over Paradise 
Alley.

Terrible, wasn't it, hav- 
ing to stay in a village like London, 
but I managed to put in the time some 
way. They have a wonderful T.M.C.A. 
there now. It is much the same as 
two years ago, with the same old 
windy soap boxes' in Hyde Park Sun- 
days. Of course, one has to go armed 
with ration cards in the pocket if you 
want a meal, and lumps of sugar 
somewhere handy if you like things 
sweet. 

Now I am under strict discipline 
again, and we are getting plenty of 
open air work to limber up our 
muscles, and some lectures to bring 
back forgotten words like "isosceles)" 
and "cube root." 

In a couple of months I may toe 
going to Bristol for my aeronautics,

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REPORT OF THE LAST FISCAL YEAR. 



In yesterday's issue we published in detail the Financial State- 
ment of the Students' Council for the year ending June 30th, 1918. 
M compared with the surplus of $1,429.24 of the previous year the 
hooka show an excess of revenue for 1917-1918 of $622.31. 

The material discrepancy between the surplus of the year just 
closed and that of 1916-1917 is in great measure due to the heavy 
•xpwiditure necessitated by the Arena fire in which the total 
equipment of the Hockey Club was destroyed. In addition to this 
serious drain on the Council's financial resources was the very con- 
siderable outlay necessary for the construction of the new tennis 
courts. 

The year just closed presented a number of entirely unfore- 
seen complexities, several of which proved a serious drain upon 
the finances of the Students' Society. On the other hand these 
expenditures are weil represented ; first, in an ntirely new and 
complete hockey equipment ; and, second, in a set of tennis courts 

• and convenient dressing rooms which constitute a permanent as- 
set. The money expended we believe has been well invested and, 
though the books show a smaller surplus than that of the year im- 
mediately preceding, it is merely because a large proportion of the 

l expenditure is represented in real property rather than in money 
surplus. 

In general, therefore, it would seem that we are justified in 
regarding the recently concluded fiscal year as entirely satisfac- 
tory, and tha fact that the Council was in a position to invest a 
thousand dollars in the recent Victory Loan thus bringing its total 
in such securities up to six thousand dollars should be a source of 
. considerable satisfaction to the Students' Society.

scheme for college men in some 
detail. That paper was published in 
the Nineteenth Century. February, 
1184. It proposed that university men 
who undertook to settle in centres of 
industry should be organized into a 
community. They were to carry with 
them the habits and customs of cul- 
ture, and by settling in congested dis- 
tricts to devote themselves to the work 
of cofMsoB self-improvement and com- 
mon elevation. This is a most im- 
portant thing in Settlement work. The 
downtrodden are not lifted up by 
people who aeek to live down to their 
level, but by those who make them 
live up to the level of a relatively 
higher life. Well! These young men 
were to have the common method of 
making friends among their neighbors 
(a method that one learns better in the 
universities than in any other place) 
and the common object of improving 
social conditions, and adding to the in- 
terest of lite by getting different 
classes of people to know each other. 
The residents of these settlements 
got introduced to friends in the slums 
of crowded districts and expected 
these friends to call upon them in the 
ordinary way, and to meet with them 
for common social, and educational, 
and political purposes. Both parties 
save and received invitations to pri- 
vate general functions and occasions, 
to clubs, entertainments, walking par- 
ties, summer excursions of from a 
few days to a month, to places in 
Great Britain and on the continent of 
l.irope, to events like the Paris Ex- 
hibition, or the Social and Labour 
( onferences of European cities. The 
settler became a resident, a voter, in 
the district, a member of election 
boards, school boards, charity boards, 
conciliation boards, co-operative soci- 
eties, poor law boards, provident soci- 
eties, industrial and municipal boards, 
temperance societies, churches, and so 
on. Like any resident he took pride 
in the development ot beauty, and 
prosperity, and sanitary reform, and 
culture and moral tone, in his sur- 
roundings. The Edinburgh College 
Settlement became famous all over 
Europe for its remarkable efforts in 
making over and beautifying several 
of the oldest courts in the oldest por-

We can easily see from 
these descriptive remarks that an in- 
stitution lilac Toynbee Hall was not 
made at any one moment of lime. It 
grew and acquired its character grad- 
ually. It was and is the centre, thi 
brain, the heart, of a social organism 
or system that connected together 
many different activities and schemes 
and social plans. 

Toynbee Hall and Other Settlements. 

Toynbee Hall was the first Settle- 
ment ot importance in Great Britain. 
It was, when I knew it, the best and 
the freest, the most real, the broad- 
est and deepest of the Social Settle- 
ments. And it really reflected the en- 
tire social system of old England. 
There were a hundred things about It 
that rendered it likely to succeed with 
the London working and lower 
classes. Its tone was the highest and 
at the same time, I think, the. most 
truly democratic of all the Sellle- 
ments. 11 was obviously the child of 
the universities and of the best tradi- 
tions of the nation. And the other 
Settlements all tried to reflect the 
Toynbee spirit. Browning Hall, a 
younger Settlement, made an appeal 
to the better classes to come and, .live 
among the poor. Oxford House.' was 
run by university men who . were 



called the damnable absence of want 
or desire, the indifference, of the la- 
bouring and dependent classes, in the 
matter of their own possible eleva- 
tion. "The fact is, Sir, me an' me 
'usband don't take no interest in any- 
think," as the London woman said to 
a zealous inquirer. The most unique 
work of a Settlement is to infuse a 
desire for better things, for the true 
and the beautiful and the good into 
the lives of people who have little or 
no such desire. It aims at making 
all the inhabitants ot a district shar- 
ers in the common lite, all aiming at 
the personal independency and 
the personal efficiency referred to in 
preceding articles, all capable of mak- 
ing a country instead of dragging or 
to drag it down with them. 
What Montreal Churches Might Do 
After Prohibition Ceaes la. 
By far the moot successful things 
therefore in Settlements, either in 
England or with us, are things run on 
the club plan, where people become 
(unconsciously to themselves at first) 
sharers in a common social or intel- 
lectual or political enterprise. The 
resultant pleasure, from this partici- 
pation heightens the sense of activ- 
ity that constitutes life. Working 
men's clubs, where old public houses 
("saloons") were taken over en bloc 
with all their appurtenances of easy 
comfort and abandon (the bar, the bil- 
liard table, the sanded floor, the deal 
tables) and made over by appropriate 
additions became in London many 
years ago the centre of a new kind of 
sociability and were as successful as 
they were attractive. Equally success- 
ful were the "teetotums" (a temper- 
ance store and club-house all in one.) 
And there were also the political clufcs 
and the sraoketalks. and the university 
extension lectures, the popular aclenee 
lectures at the Settlements and so on. 
Perhaps the Montreal churches after

Look in* back over the long history 
of chemistry one cannot but be struck 
by the coo Rant efforts of mankind to 
rise above the credulity of the human 
mind. Although It is true that even 
to-day no one with any pretension to a 
knowledge of the subject would say 
that more than tentative knowledge 
obtains, still the position of the mod- 
ern chemist is m different from that 
of the alchemist of the Middle Ages 
as aqueous vapour is from liquid 
water. 

There seem to be little doubt that 
the philosophy of the Greeks gave rise 
to the belief that metals could be 
transmuted the one into the other. 
Empedoklee had argued that there 
were four "elements" in existence— a 
theory accepted by Plato and ampli- 
fied by Aristotle. Those "elements- 
were called fire, air. earth and water. 
They were not, of course, the material 
substances which are known by these 
names nowadays, but qualities. And 
the quantities and proportions or these 
qualities tt was which the philoso- 
phers supposed determined any parti- 
cular metal. Change the quantity or 
proportion of the "element," and the 
metal was altered, it might be even 
to the point of becoming another 
metal. 

The theory wna apparently support, 
ed by certain well-known facts show- 
ing that many substances are changed 
when subjected to the action or fire 
or air or water. When, for example, 
copper was heated it lost its lustre; 
when iron was left in water it chang- 
ed into a yellow powder; lead through 
which water had passed for a long 
time crumbled away at parts into a 
grayish substance. And many resem-

blances between metals were also ob- 
served. Thus freshly cut lead had a 
lustre like tin; silver when polished 
resembled this metal also; and did hot 
brass, made rrom copper, in many 
ways resemble gold? The earliest 
workers in metals were certainly 
aware that copper could be altered 10 
look like gold. It was natural for 
them to Infer that If a substance could 
be made to possess some of the pro- 
perties and attributst of gold, It should 
not be impossible to produce a metal- 
lic body with more of these attributes; 
and why not still more, until finally 
gold Itself was produced* Such was 
the train of thought which probably 
lay behind the early efforts of thé al- 
chemists. It is obvious that it must 
have appealed, in many cases, to their 
love or wealth, and would therefore 
give rise to cupidity, greed and char- 
latanry; hut It would be unjust to 
suppose that there were not many whi 
carried on the'ir ' experiments quite 
conscient lousiy and who refused to 
trade on the Ignorance and credulity 
of others whom trie'y might easily have 
1 duped. Indeed, history agrees with 
, this point of view. 

It is interesting to note that 
throughout the period or alchemy, be- 
sides the theory of the "elements," 
there ran the strange Idea that inttals 
germinated in a manner analogous, to 
the germination of seed. It was known 
that the seeds of plant* required to be 
Horno Ave.— Cor. Hutchison fertilized before they commenced to 

change into root and stem and riower. 
Why, tt was argued, should It not be 
the same with the metals? 80 the 
ssarcb went on to discover a germ, or 
something akin to it, which would 
bring about the desired transforma- 
tion. That the alchemists held this 
curious theory Is proved by the fact, 
that the furnace used by them for 
the manufacture of their products was 
frequently referred to as the philoso- 
phical egg. 

One of the oldest, if not actually the 
oldest chemical treatise extant Is pos- 
sessed by the University of Leyden. 
Bteldee giving various receipts for the 
I working of metals and their alloys, it 
: describes certain methods of imitating 
these, and of falsifying the noble me- 
tals. It also describes how arsenic 
imparts a white color to certain metals 
and now it gives to copper a golden 
colour. It iurther tells how to black- 
en metals by the addition or sulphur 
preparations. The record is instruc- 
tive as showing that Information was 
accumulating with regard to the prop- 
erties of substances and their action 
upon each other. 

I It does not sssm possible to say 
1 when or where alchemy originated; 
probably it had a vary gradual begin- 
j ning. The first writer, however, who 
mentions the possibility of transmut- 
ing metal* appears to have been a 
Greek called Aeneas Garseu*, toward 
COO the close of the Fifth Century. The 

WvO Arabians were adept* at experimental 

alchemy; and under the rule of the 
caliphs it mad* steady progress, while 
during this period the literature on 
the subject wa» much augmented. 
One of the moat notable alchemists 
was Oeoer. who lived in the Eighth 
Century. He wrote a book which 
brought him fame and the title of "Ge- 
ber" — a great man or a prince. The 
book would seam to have been origin- 
ally written in Qr*ek and to have been 
translated Into Arabic; while Latin 
translations of what were said to be 
works or his were first published a; 
the beginning or the Sixteenth Century 



An English rendering of these appear- 
ed in 1678. Thus for upward or about 
900 years the influence or Geber was 
relt on the practice or alchemy. 

It is understood that before the 
Tenth Century there existed a body 
or chemists who devoted themselves 
to a search for methods or converting 
the base metals into gold. They were 
quite distinct from and more highly 
skilled than the artizans who were en- 
gaged in the manufacture or the 
metals, and they were acquainted with 
the chemical phenomena and mani- 
festations of their day. Here it may 
be noted that the earliest known defi- 
nition of chemistry was given by a 
Greek writer, Suidas, in the Eleventh 
Century In a lexicon compiled by him. 

Geber's theory differed from that of 
Empedokles and Aristotle In that he 
substituted for the Tour "elements" or 
the latter the two "element*" which 
were termed "mercury" and "sulphur." 
These, or course, had no definite ref- 
erence to the elements which now puss 
under the names or mercury and sul- 
phur, but were simply qualities. The 
essence, as it was sometimes called, 
"mercury," conferred lustre, fusibility, 
ductility, malleability, etc., or what 
arc more specifically known as the 
metallic properties, whereas "sul- 
phur" accounted for combustibility or 
Ihe tendency to alteration of the sub- 
stance by fire. By modifying the pro- 
portions or the "elements" the sev- 
eral metals might be changed the one 
into the other. To bring this about, 
however, it was necessary to add cer- 
tain preparations called "medicines"; 
and the chief among this body of 
transformers was a substance which 
went by various names such as the 
"Great Elixir," the "Magisterium,' and 
the ' Philosopher s Stone." To obtuin 
ibis substance was the aim of the 
great quest; for by Its potency the 
final transformation would be brought 
about or ihe base into the noblest or 
the metals—gold. 

Geber Is jiaid to have distinguished 
the metgla by the astrological names 
of the planets. Thus gold became Sol; 
silver, I.una; copper,- Venus; rron, 
Mars; tin, Jupiter; and lead, Saturn. 
Herein is hinted, what appears to he 
authentic, that part Of the creed of 
alchemy was that some orculi con- 
nection or other existed between. the 
stars and the metals, exemplifying 
once more the extraordinary credul- 
ity of the human mind. 

Arabian chemists appear to have 



been familiar with certain well-known 
chemical processes such as distilla- 
tion, sublimation, calcination and fil- 
tration. They were acquainted with 
many well-known salts such as car- 
bonate of soda, ammonium chloride, 
alum, borax, silver nitrate, cinnabar, 
and corrosive sublimate. They also 
knew of certain mineral acids, and 
aqua regia (a mixture of two parte of 
hydrochloric acid and one part of 
nitric acidft, the mixture in which gold 
is soluble. 

Alchemy flourished in the Middl* 
Ages and lingered on until the early 
part of the Nineteenth Century. Its 
history is mainly a long chapter of 
human credulity, but ever running 
through It was the constant endeavor 
to gTasp the elusive truth. It ia a 
record of self-deception, fraud and im- 
pudence, inextricably intermingled 
with conscientious effort. Roger Ba- 
con, one of the most erudite men of 
the Thirteenth Century, pursued th* 
study. He was the first to describe 
gunpowder, although he probably was 
not the first to tank* the explosive. 
And Basil Valentine, in th* Utter half 
of the Fiftenth Century, describes. In 
a work attributed to him, quite a num- 
ber of chemical subatance*. 

The alchemists were the profession- 
al chemists of their time*. Many or 
them were practicing phy*ician». 
There is no doubt that it waa from 
the effort* of these men, groping in 
the dark, but often with the best of in- 
tent, that modern practical chemiatry 
sprang. The *chool to which they be- 
longed came to be known a* that of 
iatro-chemistry; and it was distinct 
from the other, which devoted its*lf to 
the transmutation of the metal*.
